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Coloiifl Siidcikcn Couii>ell<Ml to 
.Ilov«siI SlJit« Set-rots. 

London, .Jauary G. — Tin; fxcitoinput 
in St. Petcr.sbiirg over lust v.f.tk's nilii 
list assassination wns j^roatly intoiiislit>d 
to-day by Uie linal reports of the dctuo 
tives and surgeons who wore ileputed 
to make a special invoatigation into tho 
cause of Suileikcu's ilcntli. Tlio otiicia| 
report slated tliat LiciUtjiiaiu (.'nloticl 
Wiuleiken, who wan at I lie t iiiii! of his 
(Icatli Uhiof uf till' Uepurtuiciit of thu 
Military Govtiriionship of St. Peters- 
burg, was .slowly tortunnl until he 
made certain di.sclosurefi ami iIil-u killcil 
to prevent iiihiliHts po.ssi'ssctl tho oxtoi- 
ted inforniatioii. lie has long been Lhc 
most efiicieiU ineinh(!r of the Czar's 
special forco for tlii> suppres.sion of 
terrorism. He wa.s engagi'd in the 'Vcirk 
of tracing severalo' the i-ccent assasaiua- 
tious to.Jablonski. The latter hud been 
by turns'a nihilist avenger, a Siberian 
convicl, a convert and a Oovfjrninont 
detective, and waH at the time imme- 
diately ])ri'ci'diug the assa.s.sination 
supposed by tlic [xilici! lo In- living in 
a sort of vaciilatioii bciwi.-t'ii thf service 
of the nihilistH and that of iho (,!overn 
niont. Jablonski, au.spei'tiiig .Sudeikcn's 
mtontions, placed hiniKt'lf in his way 
and eventually .sccuretl his contidence 
and entered his employ as a spy. On 
Friday niglu Jauloiiski induced Sudei- 
ken to accompany him to a house near 
the leeway ProajMct, where ho said he 
could overhear the proceedings of a se- 
cret society of nihilists, who wore to 
meet that evening in an ad joining room. 
Sudeiken fell into the trap and went to 
Jabloski's apartment. He leacheii the 
place at G o'clock and at about 2 o'clock 
the following morning was found there 
dead, his body being literally perforated 
with dagger wounds.

What bap|jon('(l was this: When 
Sudeiken bad seated himself in Jab- 
lonski's room the latter exc-used him 
self for a moment ami was mi sooner 
gone into the hall than the Lieutenant- 
Colonel realized the whole situation, 
but ('ecided to remain in the lighted 
apartment an.l fight rather than meet 
his fate in the dark hall. In a moment 
Jablonski returned to the room with a 
band of nihilists armed to the teeth. 
Sudeiken wiis in citizens' clothes and 
vfAB unarmed and he wbh at once at- 
tacked. He defended iiim.self with tho 
framework ofachair, but was .soon over- 
powered and hound. His caiitors then 
doniaiuled certain polico aecrets re- 
specting a number of nihilist leaders. 
These Sudeiken refused to give. Ho 
was thereupon .subjected to a process of 
tortnreby stabs and mutilationa Afier 
undergoing these for upwards an hour 
he weakend and agreed to divulge the 
secretii. Tlie lirst conflcssion ho made 
■was received with di.-itruat. lie was 
compelled to .sign a cnniniiKsion author- 
izing one of his toi'inentors to proceed 
to his apartments and there procure 
confismatory documents, the location 
and access to which were given. A 
truce was then had iinti! the com- 
miasioned con.si)riator rotunied with 
most of Sudtiiken's jjrivate nieuiDraiula. 
These were found to contain nearly all 
the infoririation d(!sirecl bv'tho assassins 
and Sudriken was then put to death. 

HIX nOLllS OF TOKTUllK. 

The Burfteons have decided that Su- 
deiken died at midnight, which was 
six hours since he entered .hiblonski's 
room. All his important jirivate 
papers have bften found missing. Since 
his death .St. Peter.sburg has been prac- 
tically under police search. Hundreds 
of residences have been searched, thou- 
sands of compronii.sing documents have 
been found, scores of arrests have been 
made and one of the most prominent 
government oflicials in tho city has 
been proven to be in league with the 
nihilists, but no traces of any of the 
papers of Sudeiken have been discover- 
ed. The government i« alarmed at the 
possible uses which the conspirators 
may make of the information they ob- 
tained by the a-ssassination. Two of 
the nihilists were woundofl whilst at- 
tacking the Colonol, and have since 
died, . 

UKHMAN AID INVOKIJD. 

The murder of Colonel Sudeiken has 
formed the subject of consultation at 
Pricdricbaruhe between Prince OrlotI, 
EmbaB,sador at Paris, and Prince His- 
marck, Prince (Jrlufl" was on his way 
from Paris to St. Petersburg. lie 
stayed two days with Prince liismarck. 
After returning from i-ViedricliHruhe 
Prince OrlolT, on Tuesday, met the 
Emperor William at Berlin by request. 
As a result of these conferencoH, as 
a« thei'O was, very evidently, an in- 
creased amount of travel over tho routes 
between C!erniany and ilu.ssia, the po- 
lice had made careful siiarches in /ill 
quarters of Berlin, lJuinburg and Qther 
centers o{ ^sflciaiists where they are 



knov.-n lo be the strongest. It is ru- 
mored that the Prussian police huve 
made the seizure of a number of llus- 
sian .suspects and have secretly con- 
signed them to agents of the Paissian 
go\-ernment. 

AS token of friendly disposition to- 
wards (.Germany, the St. Petersburg 
Cabinet has addressed an enorgntic 
warning to panslavist agitators in the 
provinccj on the Baltic against a con- 
tinuance of their attacks on Germans 
in llussia. This warnir.g is perhaps 
induced by indications of a coalition 
between the panslavists and nihilists. 



Tliu F«aiiau Sitoctre Again. 

S, F Chronicle. 

There is nothing more abburd to an 
American reader than tbu repeated 
cable dispatches from F.nglaud in re- 
gard to tho e.\treme precautions taken 
to guard tho leader.s of t!is IJritisb 
Oovernment from the violence of Fen- 
ian.s. It seems very silly when one 
takes into account the extraordinary 
amount of talk to the small amount of 
action which has characterized the 
I'V'uians in Great Britain. Coluiiins of 
ilispatchi^.s, picturing Llie great alai in 
caused by the vaporing of some man 
who had taken more liquor than he 
could carry, have been sent across 
the A tlantic- None of the prophecies 
of the ])olitical wiseacres who saw in 
the heavens the signs of a reign of dy- 
namite have'come true. ThroughoutEng- 
land and Scotland there has always 
been a strong po[iular sentiment aga- 
inst importing the dynamite methods 
of the nihilists or the Irish system of 
shooting down landlords from behind 
the safe slielier of hedges. Jt would 
not be policy for any organizatit)n to 
attemjit ille systematic carrying out in 
I'higland of either of these methods of 
n^venge upon the ollicers of a hated 
Governmant.. Dynamite plots and ass- 
assiiuitions are only jiossible when the 
common people have strong sympathy 
with the leaders of such a revolt a- 
gainst law and government. This sym- 
pathy has never e.xisted in England 
and Scotland, henco we are inclined to 
think that the guarding of the Queen's 
residence and the detail of police at 
Gladstonk's country seat are needless. 
They look to the observer in this coun- 
try very nuieh like an etlbrt on the 
part of the Governmeut to o.xaggcrate 
the dangers of its position and on the 
part of the police to magnify their oflice 

The Government . appears to have 
been chiefly excited by the threats made 
by several irresponsible Irish agitators 
in this country of the revenge that 
would be mi>te(l out to all who hail a 
hand in the hanging of O'Donnkli.. 
The.si; men are known hero, and it is 
equally well known how little they re- 
present. In England their im| ortance 
is magnified to suit political (!nds, so 
that the very means adopted by many 
Irish- A moricans to hel[) any of their 
compatriots who may have fallen into 
the clutches of the law react directly 
upon the Irish cause, which all are 
supposed to hold dear. It gives the 
Gladstone Government a good excuse 
for more rigorous measures and it keeps 
alive this unreasonable fear of some 
great act of violence by a secret and re- 
V(!ngeful organization. Our Govern- 
ment did everything which it wa.'f pos- 
sible for a nation to do in the O'DoN- 
NicLL case. It could not demand that it 
bo given the privilege of revising the 
Court |)rocpedings which convicted the 
slayer of Cary. Jt could not even de- 
mand that the prisoner be accorded the 
privilege of a jury one-half of which 
should be composed of representatives 
ol his own country. Tl-.at privilege was 
abolished years ago by the British law, 
so that now the American citizen tried 
for crime committeil in the hounds of 
the United Kingdom has no advantage 
by reason of his nationality. 'J'oget that 
law reinstated would do more good 
than all the protests and menaces and 
resolutions that have been brought out 
by this latest English trial, Such a 
course, with no indulgence in tho 
windy bombast of men of the O'Dono- 
van Kossa stamj), would do far more 
than any agi'alion lo help the Irish 
cause at boms and abroad and to se- 
cure for American citizens in (!reat 
Britain some of the rights which they 
ought to posses.s,

E.-VSTERN STATES. 
Abilkne, Ks., Jan. 8. — Recently 
Frank Collins, as a member of the 
Board of Aldermen, has been active in 
an attempt to suppress gambling. In 
a .saloon this evening Zeno Hemphill, a 
gambler, struck him with his list. 
Collins presented a i)istol to Hemphill's 
head, whereupon Deputy Marshal W. 
Collins rushed in between the pair and 
struck the pistol up. In the confusion 
Hemi)hill drew a pistol and shot Frank 
Collins through the breast Then u 
deadly combat began between Hemp- 
hill and Frank Collins, both emptying 
their revolver.-}. When the tiring 
ceased all threo men were found on the 
floor weltering in their blood, Hemp- 
hill with six bullet holes in bis body, 
one through the heart. Frank Culiiiis 
received four woundH,and will probably 
die. W. Collins expired in half an 
hour. 

CitiaAOo, Jan. 9. — The authorita- 
tive announcement is made from 

Washington that Senator John Sher- 
mati has been tendered the Presiilency 
of the Northern Pacilie, but while he 
has not yet declined it is believed that 
he will unipiestionably do so, owing to 
the pressure of political obligations, as 
by his retirement, and his succe.ssor 
being a Democrat, it would give the 
Virginia readjusters the casting vote. 

Ni:w Voaic, Jan. 9. — Dr. H. P. 
Wakelee of .Sau Francisco, aged 70, fell 
on Broadway, receiving a concussion of 
the brain. The injury is considered 
fatal. 

New York, Jan. 9. — Lieut. John 
Augur, United States Navy, escajjcd 
from the Hlooiningdalo lunatic aajluin 
last night, during the terrible storm. 
This morning his BckIv was found in 
roa<lway. Ills death was due to cold 
a/id exposure. The father of the dead 
lieutenant is General Augur, in charge 
of the military f)oat at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kansas. Lieut. Augur has been 
in the navy since 1870. He was one of 
the ollicers sent out on an expedition 
in search of the Arctic exploring steam- 
er Jeanuetto. The hardships then af- 
fecteci his mind, and he has been ofl' 
duty since last summer, and was placed 
in the asylum on the 24th of December 
last.

Everything lapsus or relupaes in aonio 
sort in time. However perfect a nia- 
tUdae may have onou boen, time, liko 
rheumatism, sooni-r or later nffocts its 
joints and boariiigi, and it departs from 
that accuracy of niui-eiiiuiit whicli was 
onco ita prido. Tiinu ulsu atl't^cta all 
niorul, social and pdlitioal institutions in 
the same way, and lu; iina not forgotten 
that great bulwark of our liberties next 
to Magna Charta and trial by jury — the 
registration of voters. We believe the 
laHt registration of voters was takun about 
10 ycaVa ago, and dnrini^ tlial period time 
takes considerable liberiiea with voteru- 
In some cuunlries wliere cartluinakes 
abound even tlie oleetoral distriela them- 
selves might be swallowed up. Fortu- 
nately we live in a favored locality and a 
genial climo where the voter on the 
averai^e holds out for throe score years 
and tun, if hu does not always attain it. 
Still the. voter is liable to many mis- 
chances in ton years; in fact, he may en- 
tirely disappear from the light of the aun 
ami his name still remain ou the voters' 
list. He may also remove from his elec- 
toral district and other Joneses and 
Sniitlis may ari.so and personate Inm and 
vote for him early and often, or he, after 
voting in his .own district — that is, the 
one in which he now resides — may visit 
the one where ho formerly lived and as- 
sist some favorite candidate by votini,' 
there. It is, iudeod, a well known fact 
that a man who also had a vote at Taco- 
ma, actuated by a friendly spirit, once 
camo from Tacoina election and voted in 
Victoria. There is, then, every ruason 
why there shonhi be a new registration 
of voters at least once in every live years, 
aa men are continually dying or leavint? 
the country, and oven though there are 
stated revisions of the lists, which, tio 
doubt, elTcct some !,'uod, they lio not 
thoroughly puryo the refjistration from 
dead and worthless matter sufliciencly 
after a run of nine or ten years. In 
short, a new registration of voters would 
be a most def-irable thing, one which 
ought to bo e.xeeuied without fUrtlior de- 
lay, and we trust to see it accomplished 
before the present year expire.^.

islands, 

Tho election at iJorth Brisbane camo 
off on November 20th and resulted in the 
return of S. W. GriOith as Premier by a 

majority of !)19 over his oppiuient. 

The total luinibor of immigrants who 
have arrived in the colony during the 
present year is nearly 24,000, and COCO 
more are now aSoat bound for Queetib- 
land.

THREE MARINE DISASTERS. 

Vhe Solomon Islands Ac4uir««l 
hy c:ng:land»Tli« Tich- 
bornc Case. 

The Sydney Herald of Nov. 29th «ays: 
A report reached Adelaide a short time 
since that two persons had been murdered 
— lleadfurd and Macnaah — by black in 
the Northerii territory. The authorities 
ordered a party of police to go in search 
of tho supposed murderers, coaaisting of 
Mr. Giles, live troopers and a black boy. 
November I3th tho following telegram 
was received from J. Skinner, stalion- 
mastor at Alice Springs: "Iain afraid 1 
have to send veiy bad news nf the police 
party who started in uearch of lloadford. 
I have not yet received full particulars, 
but believe that tho whole of tho parly, 
with the o.xception of Giles and a black 
boy, have perished for want nf wntor. 
Giles left trooper Shirley aboul lifteen 
miles from A(.tack crook, apparently cum- 
pletely exhausted, but aa there have been 
thunder atoriiis about tho vicinity, there 
arc :i(Mr,e hopos of his having survived. 
The rest of iha men— .1. Ueea, J. llussey, 
George Phillips and Artliur I'billips— 
we.e loft without any hope of recovery, 
Giles and tho black boy walked in fifly 
miles to Attiick creek. A party from 
Powell's creek left this morning to assist 
Giles, with 'ustrucfcions to travel night 
and day." 

Tho foUowiti!,' telegram was received 
»<roia Mi. CJiU-a, dated Harrow's creek, 
13th inst : 

1 am sorry to have tP report that all the 
police party, oscept niysoll ,md a black 
boy, died of thir.it bist \\ edin'.sday, also 
all the horses. I have walked in fifty 
miles and have had riuthing to eat since 
Sunday. Pleiute instruct Abbott to notul 
a man with two spare horses; also pocket 
instrumont, futilscap, pencil, pick, shevol, 
tomahawk aixj rope to loner bodies intu 
place. Let him send njo a little food, 
such aa rico, corn flour, fruit and lime 
juice; also a blnnket. towel, shirt, trou.n- 
ers, pipe, tobacco and matches. Please 
let the pi»rty start at once, as I am very 
weak, tired and wet through. I know 
where tho bodies of .Shirley and Hussey 
are lying— about tifteeti miles from the 
last water. Arlliur Plnllips and Jloea are 
tan her back I 'leiise let tho party get 
here to-night. A. M. Gilks, 

Survivor of Police Party,AtliM3k Greek. 

Further particulars received from Mr. 
(Iiiis with rotoroiieo to tho fate of the re- 
lief party show that tiio victims endured 
unmitigiitod hardship.s before they drop- 
ped down one hy one in their ondcavois 
to regain their oann?, Giles and theblacl; 
boy, who wur« the only survivors of the 
expedition, are doing as well fts can bo ex- 
pected after tho terrible privations they 
suffered. Giles is anxious tu return to 
the scrub ii.-a soon as poa.sible, not with the 
hope of finding any of his comrades alive 
but with a desire to rescue their romains 
from dogs and birds and give thorn Chris- 
tian burial, rjilos accounts for his being 
aide to hold outlnngor than his coni[)iini - 
ons from his rofuaal to share with them 
tho blood of tho hordes, which his com- 
panions eagerly drank whenever one of 
the animals became knocked up. Mr. 
(jiles started off again to endeavor to res- 
cue any of his companions if found alivo, 
but from his report there is no doubt all 
the rest perished , On the 2-lth he tele- 
graphed to Mr. Todd, Postmaster General 
(if Adelaide: "1 beg to report my return to 
Attack creek this afternoon. I start for 
tho Tenant to-morrow and arrive there ou 
Tuesday. I hunted for the bodies of my 
dead coUeaguea on tho plain and the edge 
of the senib fur four days, but was only 
able to find those of Shirley and Arthui 
Phillips. Shirley's was under a bush 
about ten miles from the water, close tn 
where I left him, and Phillips' was on the 
open plain about four miles further oil". I 
buried the bodies and read tho i)urial ser- 
vice over them. I have no hupea of any 
of tho others being alive, althnugh 1 w,as 
unable to 6lid any of the bodies, as they 
must have wandered away from tho track . 
I recovered a few of the socks, riflos, etc. , 
and will sond tho rest from Tennnnt's 
creek, I am glad to say that I fool better.

Hon. Mr. Davie reported from the Chi- 
nese committee an address to' the Gover- 
nor (General and two bills relating to the 

same subject. 

Ordered printed. 

iMr. Duck moved that whereas doubts 
have arisen in regard to tlio eastern boun- 
dary of British Columbia; and whersas 
there is a probability that Calgary on tlio 
line of the Canadian Pacific railway is 
situated in this province; Bo it therefore 
resolved that a respectful addre3.s be pre- 
sented to His Honour tho Lieutenant 
Govonior, requesting him to cause dili- 
gent enquiry to bo made during the ap- 
proaching recess of tholiou.>io, with a view 
of obtaining all possible iiiforuiation in 
(ho matter, and to report tho same to the 
house al its next sessson. 

Mr. Duck said that ho had been infor- 
med that there was no doubt on the ques- 
tion, but he was not so sure. The matter 
was important so ho hoped the resolution 
would bo passed to settle thu point. 

Hun. Mr. Smitha thought it would not 
be well to pass the resolution, although 
one in tho same direction might bo pasa- 
oil. Thu boundary was undefined, and it 
ivould be necessary lo have a com- 
misHion U|ii)uinted to duleriniiie the line, 
i iio preamblussaid thai doubts had arisen 
but it was a fact that tho eastern bound- 
ary of British Columbia extended to the 
summit nf the rocky mountains; although 
tho line was not yet defined, there was no 
question as to Calgary being beyond tho 
limits of this province, and the only foun- 
dation for tho rertoliition w;is a sensation- 
al paragraph in a newspaper. Free 
milling liconsea had been issued to parties 
residing at Calgary, but although tho ap- 
plicants reside at Calgary they no i 
doubt intended to mine in British Colum- 
bia. 11 u would suggest that the preamble 
be struck out, and he did not .see what 
cuuld be done by this government except 
to provide for an inatruineiital survey the 
results of which might not be accepted as 
correct by the Dominion. The resolution 
should be amended to provide for tho ap- 
l>ointmeiit of a conimiaaion. 

Mr. Duck said lie would withdraw the 
resolution and bring in another. 

S.MALL UKUTS. 

Mr. Duck moved that this house do re- 
solve itaelf into a committee of the whole 
to consider the following resolution: — 
That it i.i expedient to jinstitule a more 
speedy and effective ayslom fur ths re- 
covery of small debts in tho province, and 
that an act be introduced into this honor- 
able houso for that purpose. 

The hon . mover inatanced many hard- 
ships which creditors had to undergo to 
recover their debts. 

Hon. Mr. Das-io said but little good 
would arise from this proposition. .Vs a 
rule parties who owed ainall tiebts are of 
limited ineauB. The act which exempted 
a certain amount of goods from seizure was 
a good one although frequently taken ad- 
vantage of by dishonest persons. The ma- 
chinery 'or the collection of small bebts 
at present was ample, and although he 
would not oppose the resolution ho was 
afraid little good would come of it. 

Uouae 'vont into committee, Mr. Ray- 
bould in tho chair. 

Mr. Liuck moved that an address be 
presented to the lieutenant-governor ask- 
ing him to sond down a bill giving jus- 
tices of the peace summary jurisdiction 
in sums not exceeding i!lUU. 

Mr. Tlieo. Davie said if the local house 
had the power to pass such an act it would 
bo uueful. Ho had knovvii instances in 
which money um withheld by persons 
well able to pay it simply because the cred' 
itor wiiulel have to wait until the county 
court sat. In some cases magistrates had 
jurisdiction and why should they not 
have in all to a certain amount ? 

Mr. Pooley and Mr. Wilson were op- 
posed to increasing the jurisdiction of 
noiiprufeasional justices of the peace ex- 
cept in cases uf wages, and suggested the 
more frequeotaittings of thecounty courts, 

Mr. Allen endorsed the, views of the 
two previous speakers and said if the re- 
solution was amended to meet those views 
he would support it. 

Mr. Duck coiinented to ;imend his reso- 
lution. 

Mr. Galbrailh said that the proiiosition 
to have county courts sit more frequently 
would do no good in his district, as a 
county court had not sat there for many 
years. A measure to afford relief to cred- 
itors was highly necessary. 

Mr. ( iraiit complained that the outside 
districts wore left without any moans to 
collect small debts. 

Mr.Smithe said that Cowichan had had 
no county court since the change in tho 
judiciary was made. The hon. member for 
Ivootoiiay supported that change and now 
saw tho mistake he had made and wished 
to patch it up by this means. Ue (Mr. 
Smitlie) was inclined to think that if jus- 
tices of the peace in his district were giv- 
en jurisdiction in cases of small debts it 
would be an advantage; but we had better 
wait a little while until we had discovered 
the full force of the nii.stake we had made 
and then endeavor to get back to the 
county court aystom. 

Hon. Mr. Davie thought tho resolution 
shniild notpass. Some justices might been- 
eutriisted with such <»se8,but others were 
unworthy . Ue know of one instance where 
a justice of tho peace had taken a cow as 
part payment of a fine and a promises by 
note with interest fur the balance paya- 
ble til liiniaelf. 'I'be duty of the ct)unty 
was to get hack t(i tlio county courts sys- 
tem and he would do nothing to relieve 
the Dominion of an obligation which was 
imiiosed upon it by the B. N. A. Act. 
This eyutem would increase litigation and 
would do the creditor harm instead of 
good. 

Mr. Heaven said it was well known be- 
fore the change of system was brough 
about the province bad three supreme 
and six county court judges. All of the 
Supreme Court judges wcro settled in 
Victoria. In Cariboo there was a rnsi- 
dont county court judge, and priHoiiurs 
in gaol there had had to wait perhaps 
twelve months for tho arrival of a Su- 
premo Court jiidga. The cltange came 
none too souii, iiiid no govornniont know- 
ing tho facts of tho case would over at- 
tempt to alter the present system. Let 
them see that the Supreme Court judges 
appointed ' did their duty, and in the 
second place let a slight increase of juris- 
diction be given to magistratoa. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said it was the 
fault of the last government if priBoners 
had been kept for an undue length of 
ims in gaol, for ever since 1&72 the gov- 



trnment had had the power of fixing 
courts of assize by order in council, The 
real trouble was that under tho present 
.system tho Supreme Court was deceiitral- 
tzed aiid the court of appeal was not held 
as businesa required. 'J'liore wcro im- 
portant caaea ponding from Cariboo, Koo- 
tenay and elsewhere, and it was hard to 
say when their appeals could be brought 
on. Mr. Beaveii would deprive a cmi- 
stitueiicy like Nanaimo uf a resident 
county judge, and consequently debtor.s 
would escape payment by flying tlie coun- 
try, as had been done recently. The 
county court system only could roach 
Buoh''parts of the country as Cowichan, 
Nanaimo, Comox, the north-west coast 
and Kiotenay. It was the duty of tho 
Dominion to see that officers were ap- 
pointed to carry out judicial functions in 
these regions; and ho was nut di.apoaed to 
relieve them of their duties. 

Mr. Buavon still maintained tho posi- 
tion he had taken. Ue believed that the 
holding of a court of appeal onco a year 
in tho city of Victoria was more in tho 
intoreat uf the comaiunity than any 
other arrangoinent. Tho huniestoad act 
could not be blamed for the difficul- 
ties existing in the collection of small 
debts, which was due to minor causes 
which could not be remedied until very 
material alterationti had been made. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said the late govern- 
nieut had brought the judiciary system 
into n falsa position. Tho present gov- 
ernment wore now endeavoring to 3upi)ly 
a thorough remedy by constituting two 
County Court judges to reside in the out- 
lying districts and thereby prevent undue 
delay iii the administration of Justice. 
The lion, member (Mr. Beaveii) imw said 
that it would be dishonest .for the 
Dominion Oovuriiinent to appoint any 
more County Court judges. In a niattor 
whore ao much was at stake it was lainont- 
alilc 1)1 see a member doing his best to 
prevent the passage of the measure. The 
present machinery hail proved niaufli- 
ciont, and Suprenn^ Court judges had 
claimed that County Court work was only 
done by them as a matter of favur. If 
there was ever au occasion to rise above 
party feeling, it was when such a serious 
matter was in question and he hoped tho 
press would suppress the hon. gontloman's 
(!Mr. B.) remarks. He thought n simple me- 
thod for the recovery of wages should bo 
provided, but would not say the estab- 
lishment of a ready method should go bo. 
yond that. A laborer gave his month's 
labor on credit to his employer and was 
entitled to every facility for the recovery 
of his due. Credit given for goods ivaa 
at the option of the merchant, ami in this 
lay the distinction that should be made, 
fur tho laborer could not claim payment 
in advance for his work, whereas a uier- 
chaut could demand prepayment for goods 
sold. If the present Supreme Court judges 
wore ever so willing, it would be iiupossi- 
ble for them to discharge all the duties that 
would devolve upon them by the do- 
luands of the province. Ue stood up gen- 
erally for the J. P. 'a of the province, 
though some of the "scaliest," so to speak, 
had been ajjpointcdby the late goverimn'nt 
(laughter.) Taking them iudivulually, and 
in tlie aggregate .1. I'.'s would cuniiJare fav- 
orably with those appointed south of the 
boundary line. 'L'huy had been found so 
competent to perform the duties that (ell to 
them that it hail boon thought ])roper ) o 
oxtond their authority. The speaker then 
instanced the peculiar decision of a J. P. 
who had rather strange ideas of justice. Un- 
fair and iucouipetout decisions had been the 
excoptiou however, and there wore many 
Settlements and districts in B. C. which 
could only be reached by the appuintmont of 
J.P.'s,,ovon if tho County Court syatem was 
in full force, lie hoped that some such 
steps (extending the scoi)e of the authority 
of J. I'.'s) would soon be taken, and thiiughl 
tho proposed appointment of two mori; 
County Court judges was very necessary, 
andc ould not fail to liave a beneficial ro- 

BUlt. 

Mr. C. Wilson said the very evil the hou. 
member (Mr. Boaven) pretended that he 
sought to avert by opposing this measure 
took place under tho judiciary that presided 
during the late Walkom-Boavon govern- 
ment. A mancominitted for trial 
at Ciiribou had been admitted to bail. 
He lived within Til) yards ulllie ros- 
iileiice of '.Mr. .McCreiglu, and hav- 
ing wailed fur the advent of the assizes vin- 
lil his heart grew sick with hope deferred, 
deeming [jatielice no longer a virtue, mie 
day put on his hat and coat and just simply 
and quietly walked away. |Laiighter.

liou. Mr. Davio briefly alluded to the cr- 
roueous statement that the previous Gold 
Comniissionor at Koolonay could exercise 
ludicial functions. The (.'ommissionerti 
Court had been merged in the County 
Court, and the present guverniiieiu hail re- 
jiealed the jiriu'lamal ion by wliich llial had 
been done. Hence llii pinseiit ruuit in 
Ivoot.imy. Ue had nut e.vpressei! a view in 
tavnr of ov against the Homestead .\et, but 
had said that while it had a beueliceiit in- 
lUleuee fur the honest debtor, it was taken 
advantage of by those who owing small 
debts were unwilling to pay them. 

Mr. T. Davio said tho uecessity arising 
(or the presence at Victoria of Supreme 
Court judg(!f at certain seasons of the year 
involved their absence from the districts to 
which lliey were at present assigned. It was 
during these ]ierjiids uf enlureeil absence 
that debtors abseomled and un reiiieily un- 
der the present slate of things existed to 
prevent it. Ml. lieaveii's uppositiun to tln' 
a|.pointmi!nt of County Cuuit jmlges to 
meet these wants was most unreasonable, 
and his mode of charactori/.ing the attorney - 
gi:n(^ral's remarks on tho Homestead law, 
was eminently unfair. In giving civil power 
the government would be careful to appoint 
men who appreciated and would not be likely 
to abuse the authority vested in theni.[ hear. ] 
fuojile having disputes at Cnmux for in- 
stance had to go to .N'anaiuiii fur a settle- 
ment of the dilVieiilty, timing iheir arrival 
so as lu meet the judge win i eanie there 
fruiii Victoria. On reaching Nanaimo liny 
would be nut unliki'ly lu hear that ii tele- 
gram had been reeeive.l st.ating the judge 
had postpuned his visit. Sui li an in- 
stance us this was not au isolated one, and 
the vesting of greater authority in J. P.'s 
would very often meet tho dittlculty. 

Mr. Dunsniuir said this appeared to 
him to be a tempest in a teapot, and it 
soeiiicd as if matters had been reversed 
that afternoon, fie had heard always that 
the mountain labored and brought forth 
the mouse, but thu mouse seemed now 
to labor aiid bring forth tho mountain. 
Mr. BeavoM. had had his fling at the 
government in saying this discussion was 
a bonanza to tho govornniont In take up 
time, but that lion, gontlenian appeared 
to bo taking up more time than the gov- 
ernment hud done, as ho had already 
spoken six times and risen for tho seventh. 
Tho bun. gentleman should be tho laul to 
apoak cencerning tho county court system 
aa he knew well that his govermiioiit by 
their change in the act had brought tho 
courts of tho province into a great mud- 
dle. It seemed as if Mr. Beaven from 
continual carping at the government, was 
longing to be onco more on tho treasury 
benches, and ho (Mr, Dunsniuir) would 
not object to see liim on this aide of the 
house if ha would make application for 
the fourth portfolio, and then there roightr> 
be peace in the h()UBe,and the lion and the 
lamb lie down together. He would not be 
surprised to see him rise again. 

Mr. Beaven hero rose and said that tho 
present system of legal ndministrdlion 
was the best one posaible for the province 



but it had so many diflScuUies placed in 

its way that its working had been im- 
peded. 

iMr. Dunsniuir said he repeated that it 
Was a most shameful thing to repeal the 
County Court Act. Be would say sons 
often a.? necessary. 

Hon. Mr. Smtthe said that whatever 
might have been the feeling of tho country 
with regard to tho ri'peal of the CViunty 
Cuiirt Act there was im duubt it was nuw 
overwhelmingly in favor of a change. Tho 
complaint had been that the county court 
judges were not legally trained men. This 
would not be remedied by tho bill in dt- 
bate, and it was not advisable to'reUe'vo 
the Dominion Governmont from the obli- 
gation iinposod upon them by tho torms 
of uniun to provide British Columbia with 
si.x country court judges. He waa in 
favur of the appointment of all nocoasary 
county court judges and that the old 
county court system should be revived 
and modified if it was required. It was 
true that no decision had boon given by 
tho supreme court of Canada as to its be- 
ing the duty of the siiproine court judges 
to attend to county court matters, in spite 
of the leader of the opposition's assertion 
to tho contrary. A supremo court judge 
had lately refused to preside at a county 
court and the government was powerless 
to cnmiiol him to do so. A stronger effort 
than had ever been made before shi.uld 
be put forth to revive the cminty conn 
system in British Columbia. Ue would 
move the committee rise and report pro- 
gress and ask leave tu sit again. I 

Mr. .'Vrmstrong thought the' argument 
liad departed greatly frmn the question | 
in liaucland iiuniediately proceeded to ask ! 
a question further frum it ihaii ever, but 
U|H)n being requested to /urimilate it in a 
notice of motion he resumed his seat. 

Mr. McLeese said tho hon. Mr. Justice 
McCraight had said to "him that if the 
Dumiiiiuii (loverument had not agreoti tu 
appoint a county court jiulge lor Caribou 
ho would have iiad to go back there again. 
From this it seoined curtainly that there 
must bo a misuiiduratandiiig soinowhere 
as the Justice did nut 4ippoar to dispute 
tho authority of tho guverninent. The 
committee here rose and reported pro- 
gress, asking leave to sit again. 

House then adjourned until '2 p. m. to- 
day.
